Where are the Boys of 1 878 ? 



(JYom our Regular Correspondent.) 

The Columbus party — names men- 
tioned in last letter- --for the Flint 

Convention got off promptly from' 

the city. They were joined at the 
depot by Miss Katherinc King and 
a pupil, Martha Tison, from Iowa, 
Miss Mary Crow and Mr. Ceo. W. 
Raise. The trip to Toledo was a 
cool and pleasant one. The oil and 
gas fields near the northern part of 
the State were objects of interest to 
the whole party. While they had 
often been talked and read of, their 
reality had never been seen. Big 
iron tanks along both sides of the 
road in the territory were numerous 
while the atmosphere had a decid- 
edly oily smell, though not at all 
disagreeable. Toledo was reached 
a few minutes hate, and here the 
party was joined by Mr. Zorn and 
Miss Long, and the whole at once 
transferred to the steamer Alpena. 
On the boat we found that the 
Ohio party was not alone, and in 
case any Canadian private ship 
should attack us. We would be 
amply prepared for them. There 
were Kentucky Colonels, Alabama 
Generals and North Carolina 
Majors. They were a jolly set, and 
being joined by Buckeyes made 
matters pretty lively during the 
lake ride to Detroit. The Colonels 
were Supt. Hay. McClure, School- 
field, T. hong. Blount and Veager. 

Generals, Superintendent John- 
son, W. S. Johnson. Junior, and 
Bledsoe. While the Majors were 
Wm. '/.. Hay nes and daughter. 
Superintendent Goodwin and wife 
and D. H. Tillinghast and Belts. 
Besides these Miss Wardroper, of 
Arkansas and Miss F.eerhomer, of 
Cincinnati, were also on the boat on 
their way to Flint. 

Upon the arrival of the boat at 
Detroit the Major portion of the 

party were taken to the railroad 
depot, while the rest were booked to 

Fort Huron via lake. The land 
party had a couple of hours to itself 
before train time, and this it im- 
proved by making a short tour of 
the " City of Straits." The Colum- 
bus party was augmented on the 
train by quite a number of others 
all hound for Flint, and when this 
point was reached at about '.» P.M., 
there was a lively scene about the 
depot. Superintendent Clarke 

with a corps of assistants was there 
to welcome the party and direct 
them to Vehicles lor conveyance to 
the Institution 1] mile distant. It 
took about all the hacks of the 
town to take them out. 

The newcomers received a hearty 
welcome from those who had pre 
viously arrived, .and were at once 

ushered off to the offios to be as 

signed to rooms, etc. 

We have not had the honor of 
attending a convention of the pro 
sion since 1888 at Illinois, ami hence 
many of the faces met here are new, 

There is, however, still a sprinkling 
among the crowd of old-timers and 
it does one good to meet them after 
many years, separation. 

The convention got down to busi- 
ness promptly Tuesday afternoon. 

The personnel of it will do credit to 
any of like gatherings It is a fine, 

representative body o\' ladies and 

gentlemen, and one glancing over 
the hall wherein it sits when in 
session, cannot bid help to notice its 
tine appearance. One striking 
feature of it is its youth. 'True. 
there are gray heads scattered here 
and there, hut they I 
pared with the younger _ element. 
'The utmost cordiality prevails 
among the members, and they show 
a desire to seek and obtain all the 
knowledge possible pertaining to 
their work. The tendency lo ap- 
point ladies lo the positions ot 
teachers in the institutions is pain- 
fully apparent when one look- 
i he assembled convention.

was when the fair sex had but a 
meagre representation in these 
gatherings. Now it is different. 
Here they seem to outnumber the 

gentlemen.

Harris 'Taylor and Elwell, a younger 
generation, represent the school 
here. 

John A. Jacobs. Principal; L. 
Eddy, C T. Sehoolfield and Miss 
M. J. Stephens, were in attendance 
from Kentucky. Mr. Jacobs has 
passed the broad river. Mr. School- 
lield is the only one of the four here. 
Mr. John F. Hay represents the 

head of the school here, and is ac- 
companied by half a dozen others.

In 1873, there was organised 
within tin' membership of the 
Evangelical Lutheran church of 

Detroit, a society whose object 
to erect a home for orphans of the 
Lutheran church. For this purpose 
ten acres of land were purchased at 
Royal < >ak ami a building en 
The late Rev. G. Speckhard, of 

Sebewaing, was called to take 
charge, and at the same time » 
the congregation in that place. He 
was accompanied by two deaf and 
dumb children, natives of Saginaw, 
whom he had sucoesfully instructed 
by the German Oral method. This 
tem of instructing the deaf was 
well-known to the pastor, as he had 
previously taught ihe same method 
in the German deaf-mute institute 
at Friedberg in ihe Grand Duchy 
of llesse Darmstadt, a system then 
unknown not only in t his slate, but, 
also, in oilier states of the Union. 
Within ten months fifteen pupils 
entered the school. This uu 
expected change compelled the so- 
cietj to either decide on carrying 
out their original design of estab- 
lishing an orphan asylum or to 
found an institution for deaf- nutes, 
because io eonduct an institution 
having different ends in view was 
out of the question. After mature 
deliberation it was decided tofound 

a deaf-mute institution. The 
phans present were transferred to 

Addison. PuPatre County. [Hint 
Another reason was that an in- 
stitution under I he auspices of the 
Lutheran church, where they would 
be educated in this faith, was ver> 
much desired Accordingly the 
society was incorporated as the 
German Evangelical Lutheran Deaf 
Mute Institution, with this object 

in view . 

The new move on the part of tlie 
society made it mecessary that other
